UCEBLO (Colo.) Dec. 1.—Fed- 
eral indictments against national 
officers and organizers of the 

United Mine Workers of America and 
members of that organization were 
returned this afternoon by the jury 
which investigated the coal strike in 
this State. Ten indictments wefe 
made public and fifteen more were 
held until arrests can be made. 

Charged with maintaining a 
monopoly of labor, these national of- 
ficers of the United Mine Workers 
were indicted. 

John P. White, president; Frank J. 
Hayes, vice-president; William P. 
Green, treasurer. 

Indictments charging conspiracy in 
restraint of trade and interfering 
with interstate traffic in coal, were 
returned against John R. Lawson, 
Adolph Germer, Robert Uhlrich, A. 
B. McGary, Charles Batey and James 
Morgan, strike leaders and organizers 
of the United Mine Workers of 
America, and Edward Wallace, edi- 
tor of a labor paper at Trinidad. 

The jury prepared a long report in 
which mining conditions were re- 
viewed. It ciosed with recommenda- 
tions that the min 
diligently enforced, that the Governor 
should be empowered by the Legis- 
lature to regulate or suspend the 
salé Of ammunition and explosives 
Aurius strike troubles, that in cases 
of dispute both parties should be re- 
quired by law to operate the mines 
pending settlement. Financial inter- 
est of coal companies in saloons was 
denounced as reprehensaibie. 

THE JURY'S REPORT. 

Methods of the United Mine 
Workers were severely condemned, 
the report saying: 

“The methods pursued dy the 
United Mine Workers of America in 
their endeavors to force recognition 
of their union by the coal mine oper- 
ators in this State are an insult to 
conservative and law-abiding labor. 
They have brought experienced 
strike agitators and have armed hun- 
dreds of trresponsible aliens who have 
become a menace to the peace and 
prosperity and even the lives of our 
citizens. They created open insurrec- 
tion in Southern Colorado and have 
resorted to measures which all fair- 
minded labor organizations repudiate. 
The officers in charge of many of the 
tent colonies confess their inability 
to control the men whom they have 
armed and aroused. 

“Bvidentiy no qualification 1s 
necessary for membership in the 
United Mine Workers of America, 
other than a promise to pay dues, 
which are apparently used to sup- 


port insurrection and lawlessness, 
when necessary to force their de- 
mands by intimidation and fear 


wherever strikes are called, with the 
result of injuring other trades and 
the entailment of hardships and 
privations on the people of the entire 
community. 

‘The lawlessness of many of the 
striking miners is caused by radical 
agitators imported from other States, 
who inflame them with incendiary 
speeches and exhortations to vio- 
lence.“ 

TO END THE STRIKE.

DENVER (Colo.) Dec. 1.—Secre- 
tary of Labor W. B. Wilson and Gov.

POISONOUS FUMES ARE DRIVEN 
INTO HIS REFUGE. 


Sheriff and Deputies from Seven 
Utah Counties Watch the Mine 
Where the Mexican Murderer 
Lopez Is Hidden, but He Now 
Makes No Sign of Life. 


[BY A. F. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES) 

BINGHAM (Utah) Dec. 1.— 
Whether Ralph Lopez, the slayer of 
five peace officers and a fellow Mexi- 
can, lay dead in the Utah-Apex 
mine, or avoiding the deadly gases in 
the mine, he still planned a dagh for 
liberty, was a question unanswered 
tonight Knowing his resourceful- 
ness, there was no let-up in the 


watchfulness at the tunnel mouths, 
on which searchlights were trained 
while the Sheriffs of seven counties 
and their scores of deputies kept un- 
relaxed guard. 

Since early morning, through open- 
ings in the bu'kheads constructed 
at each of the tunnel mouths, pols- 
onous gases have been directed. To- 
night an autotirobtie, ving 1000 
pounds of sulphur, 
from Salt Lake in 
smudges going until a 
arrived on the train tom 
ing. In addition to sulp all the 
Chemicals capable of enerating 
Polsonous gases that could be ob- 
tained here were being used in the 
smudges. 

The only word from Lopez today 
Came early this afternoon, when he 
approached the bulkhead at the 
mouth of the Andy tunnel and called 
for his friend, Julio Corrello. When 
asked what he wanted he called again 
for Corrello, but before the latter 
arrived he had retired back into the 
depths of the mountain. 

On Corrello’s being unable to get 
a response, Mike Vukovich, a native 
of Montenegro, and a brother-in-law 
of Deputy Mandrich, who was killed 
in Saturday's battle, broke from a 
crowd of spectators and brandishing 
a revolver, tried to break down the 
bulkhead to go after Lopez. With 
difficulty he was led away by depu- 
ties and friends. Repeatedly since 
Saturday he has pleaded on his knees 
for the opportunity to penetrate the 
darkness and fight it out with the 
Mexican. 

As night fell, while the smudges 
continued to pour their poison back 
into the heart of the mountain, the 
mutterings for vengeance from the 
never-diminishing crowd of foreign- 
erg became hushed and gave way to 
whispered questions as to what was 
the secret behind the bulkheads. 

The deputies guerding the Andy 
tunnel mouth believed Lopez was 
overcome this afternoon behind the 
bulkhead, until, two hours later they 
heard a seraping sound, followed by 
a cough. _ 

Late tonight columns of smoke 
were rushing out of various tunnels,

showing that certain parts of the 
mine were already filled. At some 
places it was impossible for the 


guards to get nearer than thirty feet 
to the entrances. In the lowest level 


directly beneath shafts leading up 
into the upper levels, where Lopez 
took refuge when he entered the 
mine last Thursday night. Smoke was 
also issuing through cracks on top 
of the mountain, showing that one 
of the tunnels ran very near the sur- 
face. Guards were placed at these 
spots. 

In case Lopez does not appear, the 
emudging will continue for another 
day and night. Then twenty-four 
hours must elapse before the deputies 
ean enter. There is a slight possi- 
bilitv of the fugitive’s escaping as- 
phyxiation in some far corner of the 
mine.

Salinas was connectea with the col- 
umn commanded by Gen. Mureuia, 
who has long been a leading fighter 
in Coahuila, and was said to have 
been taking observations of the Fed- 
eral camp when surprised by the 
As soon as his identity was 
established he was shot and his body 
left lying alongside of the road. 

The dead officer was the father of 
Lieut. Alberto Salinas, a graduate of 
an American university, who har 
been acting as the aid of his uncle, 
Gen. Carranza. Members of the Car- 
ranza family adopted the insignia of 
mourning today as soon as the death 
of Capt. Salinas was confirmed. 

Although the railroad south from 
this city has been operated by the 
military authorities for some time. 
the announcement was made today 
that hereafter it would be under the 
control of the Southern Pacific Com- 
pany and that trains would begin 
running tomorrow. The road be-

Frank Cabris, entombed in the 
Christmas mine, is known to be un- 
injured and will be rescued as quickly 
as the pile of rock and ore in front 
of him can be cleared away. 


No response is had to tappings of

CONFIDENT HE IS SAFE.

SEATTLE, Dec. 1.—There is no 
especial reason to be alarmed for 
Ernest De Koven Leffingwelil, the 
Arctic explorer, who is not with the 
Stefansson expedition. Leffingwell 
sailed from Seattle for Nome, June 
24, 1913, to recover scientific instru- 
ments left in the far north on a prev- 
ious expedition. He also purposed 
to gather materials for completion of 
a map from the northeast coast of 
Alaska and part of the Hinterland.

At midnight rescue work had pro- 
ceeded but little and

He says that he is protected from the 
slide by his location, between a pillar 
of rock and a large boulder, which 
had stopped the slide in that level. 

Spindel came out of the mine with 
rescuers shortly before 11 o'clock. In 
telling of the slide, he said: 

“I was pushing my car along the 
drift when the slide came without 


warning. A rush of air blew out my 


light, and seemed to push the car 
fram my hands. I fell against the 
hanging wall and rock rushed over 
me. I de not know where Wovds, 
Kevany and Sorenson are now. They 
were working about sinty feet behind 
me oe 

Spindel was imprisoned in the mine 
for five hours before rescuers reached 
him. Men are working at the cave- 
in, in shifts as large as possible, and 
for an hour at a time. 

The Golden Cycle property is owned 
by John T. Milliken of St. Louis and 
was leased by the Oxford Leasing 
Company, which was working the 
fourth level.

Fines of $50 or $25, amounting to 
$2500, were collected from those 
found gullty today. More than 100 re- 
fused to pay. They were sent to fall 
for from one to five days. Magistrates 
announced that more severe penalties 
would be imposed hereafter. Several 
of the defendants were women. 
Among those who elected to accept 
the jail alternative was Theodore 


Roosevelt Pall, a relative of Theodore 
Roosevelt. Pall, entering the jail to 
serve a nominal one-day term, end- 
ing at 6 o'clock in the afternoon, Was 
greeted with cheers. He announced 
he would bu dinner for all the pris- 
oners. Attaches were despatched to 
near-by restaurants and automobil- 
ists and all others in jail enjoyed 
Pall’s hospitality, which cost the 
amount of the fine he had declined 
to pay. 

The increase in automobile fatali- 
ties in the streets here is shown by a 
report given out today by the Na- 
tional Highways Protective Society. In 
November, thirty-eight persons were 
killed, including fifteen children, and 
115 more injured. In two months 
there have been more fatalities than 
in Chicago all last year. In this city 


277 persons have been killed tn elev- 
en months, fifty-six more than in al! 
of 1912.

CONTRACTOR ASSERTS DEMO- 
CRATS HELD HIM UP. 


Poughkeepsie Builder of Roads 
Testifies at New York to Turning 
Over Fifteen Hundred Dollars in 
Order to Get His Pay from the 
Highway Department. :

NEW YORK, Dec. 1.—Madison R. 
Aldrich, a Poughkeepsie contractor, 
testified at Dist.-Atty. Whitman's 
“John Doe” inquiry today that he 
had been forced to give up $1500 as 
@ condition to get his pay from the 
State highway department for a road 
which he completed during the ad- 
ministration of Highway Copamission- 
er C. Gordon Reel. 

He paid the money in cash in New 
York City on March 31, 1912, he 
said, to Thomas Hassett, secretary to 
John A. Bensel, then State Engineer. 
Hassett, whom the District Attorney 
is anxious to question, has disap- 
peared. Whitman has information 
that he sailed for San Domingo at 
about the same time that James K. 
McGuire, former Mayor of Syracuse, 
N. ., now under indictment, also 
sailed south. 

Aldrich, who is president of a con 
struction company, said that he had 
given the money on Hassett's repre- 
sentation that Charles R. Foi 
deputy highway commissioner, de- 
manded it. Pay on his contract had 
at that time, he said, been held up 
for nearly four months. 

The contract was for a road cost- 
ing $106,000. It was completed, Ald- 
rich said, in November, 1911, and he 
made numerous efforts during the 
following three months to collect the 
$17,000 balance due him. 

On March 17, 1912, he said, he 
received a telephone call from John 
E. Consaulus, an Albany contractor, 
who today subsequently testified that 
he was a collector of Democratic 
campaign contributions from other 
contractors. On Consaulus's invitation 
he went to Albany and there saw 
Hassett in the office of the State En- 


neer. 

“Hassett took me out in the hall,” 
the witness said, “and said: ‘We 
think we ought to have something on 
this job.’ I said: ‘What?’ and he said 
that Mr. Foley thought I ought to 
give up 10 per cent., or $1700. I 
asked him if $1500 would do and he 
said that would be all right. I told 
him I would give him the money as 
soon as my pay went through.“ 

“Aldrich said he received his long- 
delayed pay on March 28, came to 
New York on March 30, and paid the 
$1500 in currency to Hassett. 

“Why did you pay him in cash?” 
asked Dist.-Atty. Whitman. 

“I thought that was the way to 
transact that sort of business,” Ald- 
rich replied.

SUPREME COURT DECIDES THEY 
CONSTITUTE “INCOME.”

Claims for Millions of Dollars Paid 
to the Government by Mining Cor- 
porations Are Finally Settied. 
Rights of Many Settlers Along the 
Union Pacific Are Validated, -

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Mining 
corporations must pay the corpora- 
tion tax imposed by the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff act, according to the decision 
today by the Supreme Court. 

Eight or ten million dollars have 
been paid to the Rovernment by such 
corporations under protest, and 500 
suits and claims Were started to re- 
cover the money. The case came to 
the court through Stratton’s Indepen- 
dence, Lied., of Colorado, which un- 


from ores mined by a corporation 
from its own premises was not in- 
come” within the meaning of the cor- 
poration tax law, but a conversion of 
capital into money. uh 

The court also held that the cor- 
porations were not entitled to deduct 
the value of ore before it was mined 
“as depreciation.” 

Chief Justice White and Justices 
McKenna arid Holmes dissented on 
the latter point. 

SETTLERS’ TITLES. 

The Federal law of 1912, validating 
conveyances of land by the Union Pa- 
cific Rallroad within its right of way 
and providing for the application of 
local rules of adverse possession, was 
upheld today by the Supreme Court, 
but Interpreted as not being retroac- 
tive as to make effective occupation 
prior to its passage. The rights of 
hundreds of settlers are said to be de- 
termined by the decision. ' 

COMMERCIAL REPORTERS. 

The principle was today laid down 
by the Supreme Court that the busi- 
ness of commercial agents furnishing 
information as to the financial stand- 
ing of business men in a community 
to a commercial rating house in an- 
other State is subject State occupa- 
tion taxes, and does not come under 
interstate commerce.

ASK CONGRESS 
FOR A BILLION. 


[BY A. F. DAY WIRE TO THE TIMES.! 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Congress 
will have to appropriate $1,108,681,- 
777, to operate the government of the 
United States during the fiscal year, 
1915, according to the estimates pre- 
pared by each department and sent to 
the House today by Secretary McAdoo 
of the Treasury. 

The estimates submitted today are 
$22,864,067 in excess of the appro- 
priations for the last fiscal year, but 
their total falls $39,255,066 below the 
estimates for that year. Exclusive of 
the postoffice, the estimates are as 
follows: 

Postoffice Department, including 
the parcel post, $306,953,117. 
establishment, $7,533,- 
— establishment, $30,809,- 


Judicial establishment, $1,242,110. 
Department of Agriculture, $19,- 
061,332. 

Foreign intercourse, $4,447,042.

OTHER DETAILS. 

For the preservation and comple- 
tion of vessels already in commission 
or authorized, the Navy Department 
wants $8,250,000; for the hulls and 
machinery of the two battleships and 
eight torpedo boat destroyers which 
Secretary Daniels wishes to build in 
the fiscal year, 1914-9156, $7,8500,000; 
for armor and armament vessels au- 
thorized, $10,091,000. The sum of 
$200,000 ie wanted for naval defense 
mines and appliances; $150,000 for 
experimental work in high explosives; 
$170,000 for the naval station at Pear! 
harbor, Hawali, and $750,000 for ad- 


chase of additional ground at the 
naval proving grounds, Indian Head, 
Md., just below Weashington. To ex- 
tend the naval gun factory tn Wash- 
ington, $400,000 is asked. 

Many increases are sought for the 
army. One of the principal military 
items is $300,000 for military aero- 
nautica, of which $150,000 is to be 
spent for fifteen aeroplanes. 

The estimates for the organized 
militia are larger by many millions 
than in previous years. Sums of 
$1,350,000 for feld camps of instruc- 
tion, $404,250 for equipment of coast 
artillery armories, $2,100,000 for fleld 
artillery material and $3,000,000 for 
ammunition for such artillery for 
militia, are asked. 

For armament in fortifications the 
estimate is $5,806,800, an increase of 
more than $3,000,000 over last year. 

The estimate for continuing sea 
coast defonses in the Philippines and 
Hawall, is put at $951,632. The War 
Department estimates that $26,326,- 
985 must be appropriated for the Pan- 


$5,000,000 more than the current ap- 
propriation. 

Of the appropriation for canal for- 
tifications, $1,268,580 is to be spent 
for army quarters to provide accom- 
modations in all for ten companies of 
coast artillery, and $780,825 is for in- 
stallation of ten six-inch guns, sev- 
en fourteen-inch guns, and twenty- 
eight twelve-inch mortars. 5 

One of the most interesting items 
in the long list of estimates is that 
of $475,500 for salaries and expenses 
of special attorneys, examiners and 
agents of the bureau of corporations, 
an increase of $300,000 over last year. 
In a note accompanying the request 
for this additional sum, Congress is 
told: 

“This increase is due entirely to the 
plan projected for additional work to 
be done by the Bureau of Corpora- 
tions. This plan has to do with the 
facts of stocks and bond issues, hold- 
ing companies, interlocking director- 
ates, etc.; the economy and efficiency 
of trusts and interstate corporations 
and conflicting State laws.” 

The Department of Commerce asks 
for $100,000 to be used to investigate 
the cost of production of articles, du- 
tlable in the United States, in lead- 
ing countries where they are pro- 
duced. These investigations are to go 
fully into wages, materials, 
profits and other features. 

The Census Bureau wants $925,000 
for collecting statistics, of which 
$556,400 is for a census of manu- 
facturers. For an investigation of the 
materials used in rails, wheels, axles 
and other railway equipment, and the 
cause of their failure, $30,000 is 
asked. 

Secretary McAdoo estimates that he 
will need $1,500,000 to collect the in- 
cating cattle tick, an increase of 
necessary, because the tax collection 
machinery will be perfected by the 
time the appropriation is made, and 
because investigations will be made 
to determine caseg of taxes withheld 
in previous years. 

The Department of Agriculture asks 
Congress for $400,000 to use in eradi- 
cating to cattle tick, an increase of 
$75,000. This department lines itself 
up with the Department of Justice 
and Congress in the effort to delve 
into the operations of the cold-stor- 
age dealers. It asks $50,000 to in- 
vestigate the preparation for market, 
the storing, freezing and other opera- 
tions incidental to the transportation 
of poultry and eggs; $15,000 to look 
into similar operations in fish; $25,000 
for an oyster investigation, and $20,- 
000 for a biological investigation of 
food and drug products, with $654,301 
for the enforcement of the pure food 
and drugs act.

PREDICT CURRENCY BILL 
WILL LAW THIS MONTH. 


[BY A. P. NIGHT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 


ASHINGTON, Dec. 1.—Congres¢ 

closed today the extraordinary 

session which began April 7 and 
settled down to the grind of the reg- 
uler long' session, expected to last 
well into next summer. Only the 
necessary formality marked the end- 
ing of the old session and the begin- 
ning of the new. , * 

The Senate was at work practical- 
ly all day and shortly after the regu- 
lar session had been opened began 
consideration of the bill to grant San 
Francisco water supply rights in the 
Hetch Hetchy Valley. 

An attempt fo institute the pro- 
posed drastic programme of day and 
night sessions for the considefation of 
the administration currency bill failed, 
the Democrats agreeing to allow final 
settlement of the programme to go 
over until tomorrow to give the Re- 
publicans time to consider it. 

Republican Leader Gallinger and 
Senator Smoot comforted the Demo- 
crats with the announcement that the 
Republicans would make no effort to 
filibuster or obstruct in any way the 
passage of the currency legislation, 
and the Democratic leaders tonight 
predicted the passage of the measure 
before the holidays. 

The currency bill, as completed by 
the Democratic conference, was 
printed and prepared for the Senate 
today and Senator Owen presented it 
as a substitute for the bill originally 
supported by himself and the adminis- 
tration Democrats of the Banking 
and Currency Committee. ‘ 

The House contented itself with a 
brief meeting, formally opening the 
new session. The galleries were 
crowded. . 

FIRST DAY'S GRIST. 

The grist of first-day bills in the 
House was much smaller than usual, 
but there are still holding hundreds 
of bills covering nearly every con- 
ceivable form of legislation submitted 


in the extra session. These include 
many bills for trust regulation, which 
the Judiciary Committee will con- 
sider. 

Representative Gray of Indiana in- 
troduced a bill which would provide 
for an international conference here 
ext fall for the purpose of agreeing 
to a plan for disarmament and sus- 
pension of naval construction pro- 
grammes. The bill would authorize 
an appropriation of $500,000, the 
United States to entertain the dele- 
gates from foreign powers. 

Although the programme for con- 
sideration of the currency measure 
was not formally adopted in the Sen- 
ate, the Democrats succeeded in be- 
ginning work on the bill. Discus- 
sio nof the Hetch Hetchy bill lagged 
during the afternoon and Senator 
Owen called up the currency measure. 
At 6 o’clock Democratic Leader Kern 
moved that the Senate recess for two 
hours and sit during the evening to 
discuss currency. On a roll call the 
motion was adopted by a vote of fif- 
ty-three to five. 

The Senate completed the first 
reading of the currency bill at a 
short night session, but adjourned 
without a formal opening pf the de- 
bate. Senator Owen annotinced that 
he expected discussions of the meas- 
ure to open late tomorrow. 

The Senate will meet at 11 o’clock 
and the greater part.of the day will 
be taken up with discussions of the 
Hetch Hetchy bill, which is the spe- 
cial order of business.

WORLD RADIO INQUIRY, 

Two Commissions Will Try to Codi- 

fy the Laws That Undertie the Sci- 

of Wireless Telegraphy. 
{BY CABLE aND a p. TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Deo. 1-—~Two commis- 
sions, one international and the other 
English in organization, oon will be- 
gin a series of investigations in the 
hope of being able to codily the va- 
rious natural laws which are believed 
by scientists to govern wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

The English commission, which is 

known as the commit’ of the Brit- 
ish Association, will devote its inves- 
tigations in the qualitative phase of 
the problem, while the other organi- 
vation, called the International Radio- 
Telegraphy Commission, will study 
the quantitative aspects of the ques- 
tion. 
“The British committee will endea- 
vor to describe by extensive simuitan- 
eous observations at various parts of 
the earth these regularities of phe- 
nomena, commonly described as nat- 
ural laws.” It is hoped if these laws 
are once codified it will be possible to 
extend greatly the commercial possi- 
bilities of the wireless by obtaining 
valuable information concerning the 
electrical conditions of the atmos- 
phere which have such a powerful 
effect on the working of wireless sys- 
tems. 

The international commission will 
define its work in a power station 
near Brussels and from this station on 
a specified date on Certain signa! dates 
set for the reception of investigators 
and national committees which are 
being organized in every participating 
country, certain technical measure- 
ments will be made by the transmit- 
ting experts at Brussels and by the 
receivers in various countries. The 
International Commiasion will com- 
pare the results of these observations, 
especially with regard to the effects 
of time, direction and distance on the 
strength and regularity of the received 
sigtiuis

SHORTAGE GROWS. 


Ulm of Santa Ana, Who Slew Him- 
self, Owed Building Association 
Thirty-one Thousand Dollars. 
SANTA ANA, Dec. 1.—This after- 
noon Superior Judge Thomas con- 
firmed the action of State Building 
and Loan Commissioner George Walk 
er in taking over the books of the 
Orange County Mutual Building and 
Loan Association. Walker then ap- 
pointed F. W. Mansur of Santa Ana 
as his especial deputy to wind up the 
business of the insolvent association. 

Walker and Mansur, as witnesses, 
testified that there ia evidentiy «4 
shortage of $31,000, as shown by the 
books of the association kept dy its 
secretary, N. A. Ulm, who killed him- 
self on November 19. The two wit- 
nesses stated that the assets are 
$9250, consisting of unreleased mort- 
gages. The liabilities are $16,250 for 
paid-up stock, $7000 for installment 
stock and $17,000 in a note at a 
First National Bank. The totals for 
stock are made up from the stubs re- 
ceived from Ulm a few ours before 
he took cyanide. Whether or not the 
stock certificates are all genuine is 
not known. It is not known that all 
the stubs were received. 

The first estimates of Ulm’'s short- 
tage in the association was between 
$15,000 and $17,000.

County Horticultural Commissioner

Sage Advice of John L. Sullivan. 
Who Knows the Pull Effect of Joba | 


Barles corn. 


[Chicago Inter Ocean:] Twenty 
years ago any word from John L. dul- 
livan, then the greatest of prize fight- 
ers, would have been hearkened to 
eagerly throughout the length and 
breadth of the land. Then his talk 
would probably have been of things 
Pugilistic, a breathing of defiance to 
ail mortal men, a discourse of fights, 
fighters, and fighting—if he had 
talked at all, for he never was much 
of a talker. 

But increasing age has brought a 
broader viewpoint. It is no longer 
the fire-eating “John L.“ of other 
days. The once supreme pugilist has 
learned through bitter experience of 
the prowess of John Barleycorn and 
the evils of self-indulgence. 

John its domestic now. Having no 
children of his own, he has adopted a 
son, a lad of 10 years, whom he ‘s 
rearing on his farm near Boston. In 
a recent outburst upon the degener- 
acy of the times and the remedies to 
be applied, the ancient battler told of 
his advice to this boy: 

“Son, if you want to make good 


in this world, let the booze alone; let 


women alone until you feel like you 
want to get married; work hard at 
the job you're on, no matter what it 
is; don’t get the fool notion in your 
head that you ought to go to college 
—and.keep out of politics.” 

The advice from the man of action 
turned sage would do any youngster 
good. “John L.“ doesn’t think much 
of colleges, wherein he is wrong, but 
he is right when he tells the lad not 
to get the notion that he “ought to 
go to college.“ It is more important 
to do what falls to hand in life well 
than to go to college, and although a 
good education is an excellent thing 
and the colleges have done much 
good, it is better for the average man 
to “work hard on the job that he’s 
on,” that is, to be a good handicrafts- 
man, than to wish for the impvussible. 

As for the rest of the advice, it is 
above criticism, and, coming from 
one who has had all the experiences 
he warns against, is doubly valuable.

INSPECTING SITES. 


Prof. Webber Visits Escondido and 

Is Shown Spots Where an Experi- 

ment Station Would Look Well. 

ESCONDIDO, Dec. 1.—In a trip 
through a portion of the citrus sec- 
tions of Southern California for the 
investigation of localities which would 
be adapted for the purposes of an 
experimental station, Prof. H. J. Web- 
ber, head of the experimental station 
at Riverside, was in the valley on 
Saturday. 

He dined with A. W. Wohilford, 
president of the Bscondido Fruit 
Growers’ Association, ind with his 
host and J. A. Whetstone of the Palm 
Vista ranch, he visited several sections 
of the citrus belt, taking samples of 
the soll and securing considerable 
data. Prof. Webber took occaston to 
remark upon the fine appearance of 
the citrus orchards of this section, 
and expressed his pleasure with the 
prospects for a very good crop this 
season, both of oranges and of lem- 
ons. The result of his investigation 
will be placed at the disposal of the 
Legislative Committee in charge of 
the selection of a site for the addi- 
tional station.

A TOUCHING TRAGEDY, 


Noted Case of Young Woman Who 
Refused to Obey a Degraded Hus- 
hand by Leading Life of Dishonor. | 
‘Mrs. Lea Delmon, No. §11 North 
Main street, shot and killed her hus- 


band, Louis Delmon, at 4 o'clock Sun- 


day morning, July 27. Detectives, 
summoned by her, found her sobbing 
over the dead body that lay stretched 
on a bed. She told them she was com- 
pelled to shoot him because she would 
not go back-to a life of shame. Ac- 
cording to her story she came to San 
Francisco in 1906 from Belgium, She 
was 16 years old then, and beautiful 
She lost her mother in the San Fran- 
cisco earthquake. She met Delmon 
a few days afterward, and became his 
slave. She earned for him thousands 
of dollars, obeying him in every re- 
spect, she says. 

Five years ago, in Salt Lake, she 
revolted and only consented to re- 
main with Delmon as his wife. Her 
married life, she said, was happy for 
a time, for they both lived an up- 
rigut life. When Delmon started back 
to the ways of debauchery she re- 
fused to follow him, and came to Los 
Angeles. She found good friends who 
enabled her to support herself. She 
was happy because she wag living a 
pure life, according to all her desires 


impulses. 


Delmon sought her out early this 
year and endeavored many times to 
persuade her to again lead with him 
and for him a life of shame. On the 


morning of the killing he came to her 
room, eatened her, struck her and 
beat her until, in desperation, she 


shot him down. 

This story was largely substantiated 
by detectives who worked on the ease 
the following day. Captain of De- 
tectives Flammer and Dist.-Atty. 
Fredericks declared she ought to go 
free, if her story could be further cor- 
roborated. A coroner's jury, on Tues- 
day, July 29, brought in @ verdict, 
withowt hesitation, that the shooting 
was justified. The frail prisoner's 
story was told frankly, and each of 
the jurors clasped her hand at the 
close of the inquest. She was helped 
and consoled during the ordeal of the 
hearing by Mrs. Charles Wellington 
Rand of “Whitehall,” whose tender 
sy mpathy was aroused by the wom- 
an's pathetic circumstances, and who 
offered friendship, substantial help 
and a comfortable home in a re- 
spectable house of the city, where the 
brave little woman was frequently 
visited by her benefactress, who is 
now absent in the East, but is daily 
expected to return to her beautiful 
home on Wilshire boulevard. The 
District Attorney, after questioning 
Mrs. Delmon later in the same day, 
decided not to prosecute the case 
Later he conferred with Mrs. Rand. 

Mrs. Delmon applied for letters of 
adminisration of the estate of her hus- 
band, and a hearing was held in the 
Probate Court, October 16 last. The 
value of the estate was given as 
38000. She was opposed by her sis- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. Louisa Pons of San 
Jose. The only point involved was 
the integrity of Mrs. Delmon. 

This point, and also the case, was 
decided in her favor, and letters of 
edministration were granted by Judge 
Meyers October 30. 


PORT INSPECTORS NAMED. f 


Board Appointed for Los Angeles 
Another Proof of Growing Import- 
ance of Shipping Here. 

The rapidly-increasing business of 
the port of Los Angeles has been rec- 
ognized by the United States Treasury 
Department in designating members 
here of the Board of United States 
Inspectors of Steam Vessels, the 
members of which took the oath of 
office yesterday before ‘United States 
Court Commissioner C. N. Williams, 
and at once entered upon their du- 
ties at San Pedro. 

The members of the -board are 
Capt. John M. Ansell and Carl F. 
Lehners, appointees under the civil 
service law, with H. Hugo Hauser, 
as clerk. Under the old regime, the 
local Collector of Customs was 
charged with the enforcement of the 
navigation laws, but under the new 
arrangement the collector will not 
perform that service. 

The board will inspect hulls and 
boilers, the equipment of the vessels 
departing from the port of Los An- 
geles, will see to it that the proper 
life-saving apparatus is aboard, and, 
in short, have charge of all the 
provisions relating to the navigation 
‘laws and their enforcement. 

When the Santa Rosa broke in two 
some months ago, off the northern 
coast, a board of inspectors had to be 
imported from San Francisco, to in- 
vestigate, and the same procedure 
followed when the issue arose last 
summer in regard to the overloading 
ot the small craft plying between 
San Pedro and Catalina Island.

DECISION HITS 
LONG BEACH. 


Pier Disaster Damage Suits 
Pill Be Tried. 


— 


May Cost the Seaside City 
Million Dollars. 


Demurrer H earing Brings a 
Vital Ruling. 


Long Beach is liable in court actions 
for damages sought by reason of the 
collapse ot the pier approach on Em- 
pire Day, a catastrophe which brought 
thirty-nine deaths and injuries to ap- 
proximately 150 persons. This vital 
ruling was made by the Superior 
Court yesterday and attorneys inter- 
ested in the matter say it may cost 
the seaside city a million dollars. Suits 
aggregating $300,000 have already 
been filed, and many were held in 
abeyance by attorneys pending argu- 
ment and decision of case. Long 
Beach disclaimed municipal ability 
under the opinion of a special counsel. 
The suit of J. Chafor for $15,500 
was the action tested in Judge Jack- 
son’s court. yesterday on a demurrer, 
and it resulted in the court holding 
that the pier is a private enterprise 
and that the city is Hable in actions. 
Long & Hoopenpyle argued for 
Long Beach that the municipality op- 
erated the pier in its exercise of gov- 
ernmental function and therefore was 
not Hable. 
Attorney Alderson eited many au- 
thorities to.show that the pier was a 
private and proprietary enterprise, 
and that the city ie Hable. Owing to 
the issues dependent on the determi- 
nation of the demurrer, the argument 
pro and con was hard fought, victory 
perching on the shoulder of Alderson. 
The suits will be tried by jury as 
goon as they can be reached. 
In Judge Shenk’s court a demur- 
rer was argued to the $70,000 dam- 
age suit of M. A. and Kate B. Pace 
against the City of Long Beach and 
overruled, the court holding the com- 


tion. Mrs. Pace was injured by the 
collapse of the pier and sued for $20,- 
000. sued for 350,00, alleg- 
ing the services of his wife and her 
incapacitation during her convales- 
cence. 

Mrs. Pace alleges the plier was not 
constructed of safe material and that 
the seaside municipality was nec 
gent.

Worse than those who strip the dead 


are the ghouls of charity—they who prey 
upon the funds contributed by the benevo- 
Jest for the relief of the sick, the poor and 
the suffering. Shocking revelations of 
grafting upon these funds have been made 
as a result of the investigations of the 


Municipal Charities Commission—such as 


travels -in Europe paid for out of mites 
contributed to the poor box, and titles to 


property wrenched by and for personal 


greed from distressed applicants for pub- 
lic aid. The abuses and “on-the-make” 


methods shown to have existed at the 


Bethlehem Institution were most shocking: 
and the exposures of wrongdoing in the 


Associated Charities were almost as bad. 
The Times speaks by the book when it 
declares that further revelations are to 


come and will place one of our so-called 


religious institutions in a bad light. 

The offense of pilfering from the moneys 
raised for the sad and needy is so much 
worse than ordinary thievery that it would 
seem proper to provide a special penalty 
for it. Thousands of dollars have been 
filched from these funds in Los Angeles; 
thousands intended for the hungry and un- 
washed have been diverted to pockets of 
bosses and officials and hangers-on; thou- 
sands have been used to maintain a horde 
of job-holders in idleness. 

The Times makes bold to say that not 


more than 20 per cent. of the moneys con- 


tributed for charities in this city in the 
past ten years have been properly expend- 
ed. The deeper the Municipal Charities 
Commission delves into these outrages, the 
worse reports it will make. It is an in- 
quiry taken up none too soon. On with it! 
Before the Associated Charities or any 
organization of its kind can hope to secure 
hearty co-operation from our citizens in 
the future, it must furnish evidence of bet- 
ter methods and better management: it 
must place its operations upon a business 
basis and we believe it would be a good 
plan to submit them to municipal super- 
vision. Again, we are inclined to the be- 
lief that the funds shdéuld be raised by 
some form of taxation, instead of by un- 
certain and hitor-miss methods, by asking 
Innocent school girls to accost strangers in 
the public streets—or by inducing concert- 
hall dancers to display their charms in au- 
tomobiles. The business of philanthropy in 
this city has been so woefully misdirected 
that a noble cause has suffered and must 
suffer from the distrust and disgust aroused 
by these mistakes and crimes. There must 
be a complete change of methods and the 
public must be convinced that grafting is 
impossible, ere the public pocket will be 
accessible. The public is generous, but it 
resents the abuse of its generosity. God 
be praised for the open hand of the giver— 
but God protect us from the ghouls of 
Charity!

USINESS DOING WELL. 

It is a sign of the buoyant nature of 
the American people that business men re- 
‘fuse to think it possible that there may be 
any very disastrous depression following 
the new tariff law and mishandling dt the 
Mexican and currency-bill situations. 

There is more or less shortening of sail 
than is customary at this time of year, a 
little more of it than usually appears, and 
yet the market remains remarkably firm 
and its condition is really better at this 
time than it was a short time ago. 

It is coming to be understood that what- 
ever degree of money stringency exists 18 
one that other nations share as well as 
our own, and it is regarded as due to the 
expansion of business at a faster rate than 
there is an accumulation of gold as the 
basis of international trade. 

The great banks abroad have been busy 
for two or three years accumulating metal 
money resources. They felt the coming 
strain and with eir sensitiveness have 
sought to prepare for it. It has affected 
the money market to some degree of strin- 
gency, but it is not a thing that need oc- 
ecasion alarm. It is rather a sign of health 
than otherwise that, with the settled period 
of peace prevailing among the nations, 
there is a rapid expansion of trade with 
consequent call for the emblems of er- 
change. 

While about 95 per cent. of all business 
is conducted on a credit basis, the volume 
of it is so enormous that the other 5 per 
cent. is overturned to carry the balances 
that have to be struck. The best policy 18 
for everyone to be hopeful and helpful and 
everyone to be industrious and everyone 
to be patient, so that, with the conscious- 
ness of our unlimited national resources, 
we may in America continue an era of 
prosperity but little checked at the most. 

There is no place for alarm, no occasion 
for its presence. Business men need only 
conduct their affairs with customary at- 
tention and care and all will go well. 

Look at our exports: Two billion five 
million dollars for the ten months ended 
October of this year, a gain of $135,000,000 
over the preceding similar period; with a 
balance of trade in our favor of $545,000,- 
000, or $185,000,000 more than for the ten

ARVED OUT OF DARKNESS. 

South Africa, from where comes the 
ostrich feathers, not to mention diamonds 
which gleam on white throats and gold 
which adorng many rounded arms, is again 
upset by a strike. Cablegrams assert that 
a dangerous situation exists in Natal ow- 
ing to the disorder. Following the labor 
riots in the Transvaal earlier in the year, 
the outbreak at Durban is much regretted 
by the orderly people of South Africa, who 


so noticeable had been laid. 

Owing to the increasing trade between 
the United States and South Africa this 
country hag a direct interest in the wel- 
fare of the “Dark Continent,” especially 
in the southern portion. Labor conditions 
there are spoken of in a report just re- 
ceived at Washington from the American 
Vice-Consul at Cape Town, William A. Hay- 
good. At the time he wrote it was the gen- 
eral opinion that the crisis had passed, but 
that general opinion erred on this occasion, 
as on many others, is shown by the cable- 
grams from the scene of the latest out- 
break. 

South Africa is a country with as ro- 
mantic a history, In many ways, as the 
United States. Most of it was “carved out 
of Darkest Africa“ by Cecil Rhodes, the 
man who was sent to Cape Colony by his 
physician to die, and who persisted in liv- 
ing and becoming a great empire builder. 
Until the labor troubles affected industry 
the year 1913 was by way of making an in- 
dustrial record in South Africa. The 
steady growth of the gold ouput and the 
high prices obtained for diamonds, wool, 
mohair and feathers had given the country 
prosperity. The troubles on the Rand re- 
sulted in placing a temporary bar in the 
road of progress, and the present strike ts 
also very bad for trade. | 

As to the vastness of that trade one has 
but to study the figures in Mr. Haygood’s 
report in order to obtain some idea of the 
marvelous progress South Africa has made 
in recent years. The imports of the coun- 
try were of a total value of $202,000,000 last 
year, of which $16,000,000 came from the 
United States. The exports last year were 
valued at $311,000,000, diamonds and gold 
alone being responsible for $244,000,000. 

It is noticed that direct trade with the 
United States and the ports of South Africa 
is increasing, especially with regard to 
feathers, hides and skins. As most of 
these materials are used in one way or 
another for the dress and ornamentation 
of women, the increase is due to the atten- 
tion paid to the wants of the fair sex. 

Take ostrich feathers, for example. 
Southern California produces many beau- 


tiful and fancy feathers, but many exqut- 
site varieties are imported from South 
| Africa. Last year ostrich feathers to 
the amount of $2,000,000 were exported 
‘from South Africa. The American demand 
for the feathers has become so great that 
some South African dealers who formerly 
sold to London houses now do business 
direct with American buyers or througo 
their own agents in New York. 

In the matter of diamonds the United 
States is known to be one of South Africa's 
largest customers. Some of these stones 
ugh London, but the total

At San Francisco a few weeks ago, in 
a second-hand bookstore on Market street 
near the ferry, the writer secured a copy 
of “Literature and Art,” by Margaret Ful- 
ler, with an introduction by Horace Gree- 
ley, and published by Fowlers and Wells in 
1852.

ASSESSMENT VALUES. 


Scientific Plan for Arriving at a 
Basis on Olty Lots Explained by 


Expert. 

Walter W. Pollock, president of the 
Manufacturers Appraisal Company of 
Cleveland, talked before the Munici- 
pal League yesterday afternoon, and 
with a stereopticon fllustrated details 
of the Somers unit system for equal- 
izing values of real estate for assess- 


ment purposes. 

The system is founded upon the 
principle of a unit-foot of land in 
any given city block. A unit-foot is 
a strip one foot wide and 100 feet 
deep in the center of the block, and 
the first step in arriving at the value 
of the land in the block 18 to agree 
upon the value of a unit-foot on each 
of the four sides of the block. Then, 
by a system of percentages, the value 
of all the other land in the block is 
fixed by mathematicge The system 
has all these problems worked out 
with scientific precision, so that they 
may be readily applied to conditions 
in any city. The company does not 
sell ite system, but sells the services 
of its men to assist assessors in ar- 
riving at a just and equitable valua- 
tion for purposes of taxation. 

For the valuation of corners Som- 
ers has worked out a plan whereby 
be takes a piece of ground 100 feet 
square and divides it into ten-foot 
Squares of 100 square feet each. Upon 
these squares he has fixed the value 
in dollars for every combination of 
values on streets forming the corner. 
All that is necessary is to outline the 
actual lots at and near the corner 
and add together the values of the 
small squares inside the actual lot 
lines, using the table that fits the com- 
bination of street values. He starts 
with the presumption that the aa 
valuable of the 100 small squares is 
that immediately on the corner, and 


values shade gradually back to square 
No. 100 on the furthermost corner.

It probably will aid 
in eatranging the two elements more 
than ever and make the work of 
those who hope to reconstruct the 
friendly relations between Rugby 
and American football go for nothing 
and require the rebuilding of all the 
plans that have been made to ulti- 
mately bring the two games together 
along sane and liberal lines.

DECLARES, 


Apathetic Audience Kefuses to 
Come to the Front and Be Saved. 
The Temperamental Exhorter Told 
It What to Do—Preparing 
Forestall Jack Frost. . 


ONTARIO, Dec. 1.— There are 
more people going to hell right here 
in Ontario than in any place I know 


of! And for all I care you can all 
go to hell!“ 

These are the words, which, coming 
from the lips of Evangelist Andrew 
Johnson as he last night seized his hat 
and rushed from the Pentecostal 
Church of the Nazarene, left his large 
congregation gasping and caused them 
later to slink home like a lot of 
whipped dogs. 

Johnson, who styles himself the 
“Kentucky evangelist,“ has been hold- 
ing a series of revival méetings at the 
Nazarene Church in conjunction with 
the pastor, Rev. C. W. Griffin. It ig 
said that when at the termination of 
a lengthy sermon on “Hell” last night, 
no one responded to his plea to come 
and be saved.“ he became angered 
and advised his congregation to seek 
a warmer climate. 

Indignation against the evangelist 
was high he today and resulted in 
a statement bein issued by Rev. Grif- 
fin to the effect that Johnson was sim- 
ply endeavoring to play upon the emo- 
tions of the congregation and had in- 
tended to return to the pulpit in a few 
minutes.

K. Beatty and G. A. Hanson, was 
made permanent at today’s meeting 
and it shall be their duty to see that 
the frost fighting system is properly 
installed. There will be special main- 
line telephones in each district and 
these will be placed on Euclid avenue 
for the use of the patrolmen. Grow- 
ers belonging to the association will 
be required to hang registering ther- 
mometers on the streets next their 
groves so that the patrolmen, who will 
make their rounds by motorcycle, will 
be able to keep a careful watch on 
the temperature.

DREDGING OPERATIONS, 


— 
Active Work Is Started in San Diego 
Will, -when Com- 


SAN DIEGO, Dec. 1.—Dredging op- 
erations were conimenced yesterday 
at the entrarfce to the harbor by the 
Hawalian Dredging Company. Albert 
Gromer, supervising engineer ot the 
North American Dredging Company, 
is in charge of the work, which will 
continue for the next eighteen 
months. The dredge South Bay is 
being used, having arrived from the 
north two days ago. It was wreck 
recently at Long Beach, but was re- 
floated and put into commission again. 

The present contract was let to the 
Hawaiian company by the U. 8. 
government on a $225,000 basis. Of 
this, $200,000 is to be expended in ac- 
tual dredging, and $25,000 in over- 
head expense. When the work is com- 
pleted the port of San Diego will take 
its place among the foremost ports in 
the world. The bar and channel will 
take any ship which the Panama Ca- 
nal will pass, and entrance will be ef- 
fected with but two courses. Specifica- 
tions show that the bar is to be deep- 
ened to thirty-five feet, eed the mid- 
dle ground to thirty-two feet. On the 
bar the dredging will cover an area 
of 45,000 feet in length and 570 feet 
in width. The ground to be removed 
amounts to 396,000 cubic yards, 

Since the coming of the big cruis- 
ere here five years ago, prominent 
Federal officials have become active in 
working for government ald in im- 
proving the natural facilities of the 
harbor. Among these are G. von L. 
Meyer, Secretary of the Navy; John 
D. Works, United States Senator; Wil- 
liam Kettner, United States Congress- 
man; Lieut.-Col. Charles H. McKin- 
istry, U.S. A.; Lindley 8. Garrison, 
Secretary of War, and various other 
army and navy officers and Federal 
civil officials. San Diego harbor is 
one of the few places termed “tidal 
basins,” so called, as no fresh water 
streams run into the bay, consequent- 
ly no silt is deposited on the bottom, 
and once dredged there is no need to 
repeat the work.

Millionaire Laumberman Protests 
That Verdict for Interest on Gov- 
ernment Lumber Is Not Just.

Serve to insure continuity of service; 
thus making it unnecessary for the 
city to duplicate existing distributing 
systems, which are sufficient for all 
the needs of the inhabitants, or to 
incur a large bonded indebtedness. 
We are, however, without legal power 
to make a contract such as you sug- 
gest. including the sale of our dis- 
tributing systems at the present time, 
or giving at the present time a fixed 
definite option on such systems. 

We anticipate that the distrfbution 
of the city’s aqueduct power over our 
distributing systems for a few years 
Will change conditions, and the legal 
difficulties which now make it impos- 
sibie for us to sell our systems, of 
contract to sell them, may be very
